AT  THE  OUTSET. 

This  is  the  first  number  of  a  periodical  to 
be  issued  by  the  Aurora  Public  Library. 
Its  purpose  will  be  to  increase  the  useful- 
ness of  the  Library  to  those  who  already 
know  it  and  use  it,  and  to  make  its  value 
known  to  thousands  of  Aurora  people  who 
only  know  vaguely  that  there  is  such  an  in- 
stitution. 

A  public  library  is  a  treasure-house  of 
information  and  entertainment.  Compara- 
tively few  know  the  extent  of  the  riches 
contained  even  in  a  small  library.  A  re- 
mark we  frequently  hear  is,  "Why,  I  did 
not  know  that  you  had  that  book  in  the 
library."  Hundreds  of  books  are  on  the 
shelves,  equally  unknown  to  the  general 
reader,  books  possessing  vitality  and  inter- 
est, whose  pages  have  power  to  touch  life 
deeply,  to  brighten,  beautify  and  broaden 
it,  to  make  it  more  enjoyable  as  well  as 
more  useful. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  this  little  paper  to 
make  more  widely  known  the  contents  of 
the  library  than  is  possible  by  the  ordinary 
form  of  catalogue.  It  will  publish  lists  of 
new  books  added  to  the  library,  with  ex- 
planatory or  descriptive  iiolt.->  w'.u-ie  that 
may  seem  necessary.  It  will  direct  special 
attention  to  the  more  important  accessions. 
It  will  give  hints  and  suggestions  for  the 
profitable  use  of  the  library,  and  will  en- 
deavor to  open  new  avenues  for  its  growth 
and  progress.  In  short,  it  will  aim  to  be, 
as  its  name  imports,  a  guide  to  those  who 
use  the  library,  whether  for  some  definite, 
practical  purpose,  for  enjoyment,  or  for  in- 
struction. 

The  Cuide  will  be  furnished  free  to  all 
who  use  the  library.  It  i.s  hoped  to  make  it 
of  such  value  that  the  successive  numbers 
will  be  preserved.  At  present  it  will  be  pub- 
lished quarterly,  if  circumstances  warrant, 
it  may  be  issued  more  frequently.

PRACTICAL  BOOKS. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  large  per- 
centage of  novels  taken  from  most  public 
libraries,  and  an  impression  quite  generally 
prevails  that  a  library's  chief  business  is  to 
distribute  fiction,  and  to  cater  to  the  literary 
tastes  of  a  select  few.  No  greater  mistake 
could  be  made. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  a  great  deal  of 
fiction  is  circulated  by  the  public  libraries. 
The  appetite  for  the  story,  however,  needs 
no  defense  at  the  present  day.  It  is  as  nat- 
ural and  universal  as  the  appetite  for  food, 
though  certainly  not  as  imperative.  It  has 
always  existed.  It  is  the  one  form  of  litera- 
ture that  is  read  by  all  classes  of  people. 
The  public  library  would  not  do  its  full  duty 
if  it  did  not  take  note  of  this  universal 
craving. 

But  that  does  not  imply  that  a  public 
library  must  necessarily  neglect  the  books 
that  deal  with  the  practical  side  of  life. 
And,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  average  library 
expends  more  money  on  practical  and  use- 
ful books  than  on  any  form  of  fiction;  and 
it  takes  far  more  pains  and  feels  much 
greater  pleasure  in  placing  a  useful  book  in 
the  hands  of  an  interested  reader,  than  in 
circulating  the  best  novels  of  the  day.  And 
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this  is  perfectly  natural.  A  novel  that  is 
a  "best  seller"  goes  of  itself;  it  needs  no 
pushing.  Eut  the  person  to  whom  a  new 
book  on  poultry-raising  will  be  useful  must 
perhaps  be  sought  out;  the  boy  who  wants 
something  new  on  electricity  must  be  re- 
membered; the  man  who  asks  for  a  book 
that  will  tell  him  how  to  make  an  alloy 
of  certain  metals  must  be  thought  of;  the 
young  fellow  who  is  working  all  day  and 
reading  up  on  chemistry  at  night  must  not 
be  forgotten;  the  young  woman  who  desires 
suggestions  for  a  fancy  dress  -for  the  com- 
ing ball  must  be  supplied  with  a  good  book 
on  costumes.  And  so  on  with  all  the  count- 
less demands  that  arise  in  a  modern  com- 
munity. 

This  is  work  that  requires  far  more 
effort  than  handing  out  a  novel  over  the 
counter.  Eut  it  is  work  that  the  library 
loves  to  perform.  It  is  work  that  pays  in 
the  best  sense  of  the  word.  And  any  library 
that  is  worth  its  salt  spends  more  time  In 
this  way  than  in  the  circulation  of  novels. 

Never  since  the  art  of  printing  was  dis- 
covered has  there  been  a  time  when  so 
many  and  such  valuable  books  were  printed 
that  deal  with  the  practical  work  of  life. 
The  Aurora  Public  Library  has  purchased 
liberally  such  books  in  the  past.  It  will 
continue  to  do  so,  and  by  means  'of  The 
Guide  it  will  be  able  to  bring  them  to  the 
attention  of  readers  more  pointedly  than 
has  hitherto  been  possible. 


"GREATEST    PICTURES." 

Visitors    to   the    Library   should    keep    an 
eye  on  the  bulletin  boards  to  the  east  and 
west  of  the  main  entrance.     These  are  used 
for  the  announcement  of  new  acessions,  dis- 
play of  book-posters,   and   other  matters  of 
timely   or   permanent   interest.      During  the 
last  week  in  April  there  has  been  a  display 
of  the   "world's  ten  greatest  pictures"    (en- 
gravings,  of  course).      According  to   widely 
accepted  authority,  these  are: 
Da  Vinci's  "Last  supper." 
Raphael's  "Sistine  Madonna." 
Titian's  "Assumption  of  the  virgin." 
Raphael's  "Transfiguration." 
Correggio's  "Nativity." 
Michelangelo's  "Last  judgment." 
Rubens'  "Descent  from  the  cross." 
Rembrandt's  "Night  watch." 
Murillo's  "Immaculate  conception." 
Guido  Reni's  "Aurora." 

In  this  connection,  it  may  be  stated  that 
during  the  last  few  years  a  number  of  use- 
ful manuals  have  been  published,  on  the 


appreciation,  enjoyment  and  study  of  the 
works  of  the  great  painters.  These  books 
are  not  technical  at  all,  but  are  intended  to 
popularize  appreciation  of  the  masterpieces 
of  art.  They  contain  suggestions  that  will 
enhance  the  pleasure  derived  from  viewing 
a  great  picture.  We  give  a  few  titles:

TOLSTOY. 

Admirers  of  the  great  Russian  apostle  of 
altruism  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  the 
Library  has  recently  acquired  a  complete 
edition  of  hi.s  works.  The  titles  of  the 
several  volumes  are  given  on  page  4.  Leo 
Wiener,  assistant  professor  of  Slavic  lan- 
guages at  Harvard  University,  is  the  trans- 
lator and  editor  of  this  edition.  The  last 
volume  contains  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  Tol- 
stoy, a  full  index  to  the  "thoughts  and 
names"  in  the  works,  and  a  bibliography 
of  Tolstoy's  writings.  The  index  is  a  valu- 
able feature  of  the  edition,  which  will  be 
appreciated  by  every  book-lover.  Those 
who  are  making  a  study  of  the  great  Rus- 
sian will  find  this  a  very  serviceable  col- 
lection of  his  writings. 


"SOMEHOW  GOOD." 

William  F.  DeMorgan's  new  novel,  "Some- 
how Good,"  is  being  widely  read.  This 
author  has  been  hailed  as  a  worthy  suc- 
cessor of  the  great  novelists  of  the  Vic- 
torian era.  This  story  is  thought  to  main- 
tain the  high  level  reached  in  "Joseph 
Vance."  It  is,  however,  not  a  book  to  be 
read  at  a  sitting.  The  rather  singular  title 
is  taken  from  Tennyson's  "In  Memoriam." 
The  lines  in  which  the  words  occur  are 
among  the  most  beautiful  in  that  remark- 
able poem,  and  are  well  worth  an  occa- 
sional reading: 

"O,  yet  we  trust  that  somehow  good 
Will  be  the  final  goal  of  ill, 
To   pangs   of  nature,   sins   of  will, 

Defects  of  doubt,  and  taints  of  blood; 

"That  nothing  walks  with  aimless  feet, 
That  not  one  life  shall  be  destroyed, 
Or  cast  as  rubbish  to  the  void, 

When  God  hath  made  the  pile  complete."

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TWENTY-SIX   YEARS. 

The  Aurora  Public  Library  is  arriving  at 
an  age  that  marks  vigorous  maturity.  It 
completed  twenty-six  years  of  life  on  May 
31,  1908.  Two  members  of  the  present 
Eoard  of  Directors  were  members  of  the 
Hoard  when  the  Library  was  ushered  into 
existence  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1882. 
These  are  Mrs.  Pierce  Burton  and  Mr.  Will- 
iam S.  Peaupre.  The  Library  was  then  a 
puny  little  institution  of  about  three  thou- 
sand volumes,  housed  in  a  single  room,  the 
books  arranged  on  shelves  against  the  walls, 
which  were  in  octagonal  form,  making  the 
handling  of  the  books  as  difficult  as  possi- 
ble. Little  was  known  in  those  days '  of 
architecture  as  applied  to  the  designing  of 
buildings  intended  for  the  use  of  public 
libraries.  Until  1SS5  the  Library  was  only 
open  three  afternoons  and  Saturday  even- 
ings of  each  week.  There  was  no  reading 
room  connected  with  it. 


Well,  the  Library  has  grown  "some"* 
since  those  days.  And  its  growth  has  been 
in  other  ways  than  that  of  mere  bulk.  It 
has  had  a  growth  of  spirit,  which  is  the  best 
kind  of  growth.  As  the  years  roll  on,  it 
desires  to  be  of  more  and  better  service,  to 
the  people  of  Aurora — to  the  people  that 
pay  the  money  that  supports  it.  It  •wants 
to  make  its  influence  felt  in  every  line  of 
endeavor  for  mental,  spiritual  and  material 
advancement,  in  which  citizens  of  Aurora 
may  engage.  It  thoroughly  believes  iff  its 
mission  as  a  unit  in  a  great  system  of 
popular  education,  information,  and  intel- 
lectual entertainment,  and  it  desires  to 
worthily  fulfill  that  mission.  This  is  the 
Library's  aim  and  thought  as  it  enters  upon 
its  twenty-seventh  year. 


FACTS    FRO3I    THE    AXXUAL    RETORT. 

A  few  facts  taken  from  the  Librarian's 
annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
the  year  ending  May  31,  1908,  will  be  inter- 
esting, as  showing  something  of  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the 
Library  during  the  year  was  1,186. 

The  998  volumes  purchased  cost  $1,- 
378.32,  the  average  cost  per  volume  being 
$1.38. 

The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the 
Library  is  23,313. 

The  home  circulation  of  books  during 
the  year  was  97,797,  a  gain  of  2,320  over  the 
year  previous. 

From  the  children's  room  31,256  vol- 
umes were  issued. 

The  per  cent,  of  fiction  issued  (including 
juvenile  books)  was  75.89;  a  rather  high 
per  centage.  but  not  discouragingly  so 
when  the  amount  of  innocent  pleasure  de- 
rived from  it  is  considered.  The  story  still 
retains  its  pre-eminence  as  the  one  form  of 
printed  matter  that  everybody  reads.  The 
aim  of  the  Library  is  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  fiction  read,  not  to  diminish  its 
quantity. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  Library  dur- 
ing the  year  were  the  publication  of  a  new 
catalogue    of    fiction,    a    pamphlet    o: 
pages,  and  the  issuance  of  the  first  number' 
of  The  Guide,  which  has  met  with  a 
cordial    reception,   and    promises    to    be    an 
important  feature  in  the  Library's  work. 
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SOME    IMPORTANT   REFERENCE 
BOOKS. 

Readers  will  not  fail  to  notice  in  the  list 
of  new  books  added  to  the  Library  several 
important  books  of  reference.  Three  of 
them  are  worthy  of  especial  note. 

The  New  International  Year-Book  is  a 
work  that  will  serve  as  a  continuation  of 
any  encyclopedia.  The  present  volume  re- 
cords the  progress  and  history  of  the  world 
for  the  year  1907.  It  gives  not  merely  the 
facts  that  make  such  history,  but  summar- 
izes the  discussions  that  have  led  up  to 
events,  and,  in  debated  questions,  gives  a 
fair  presentation  of  the  arguments  on  both 
sides.  It  fills  a  niche  in  public  libraries 
that  has  been  awfully  vacant  since  the  dis 
continuance  of  the  Appleton  Annual  Ency- 
clopedia. 

Both  friends  and  foes  of  municipal  own- 
ership of  public  utilities  will  welcome  the 
volumes  that  contain  the  full  report  on  that 
subject  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the 
National  Civic  Federation.  The  committee 
of  investigation  was  composed  of  Melville 
Ingalls,  Albert  Shaw,  Walter  L.  Fisher, 
Frank  Parsons,  Edward  W.  Bemis,  and 
other  men  almost  equally  well  known. 
Capitalists,  business  men,  college  professors, 
editors,  lawyers,  workingmen — in  fact,  all 
classes  were  represented  on  the  commission. 
Its  work  seems  to  have  been  thoroughly 
well  done.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  theoriz- 
ing on  this  great  question;  but  hereafter 
there  can  be  no  exhaustive  study  of  it  with- 
out taking  into  account  the  work  of  this 
commission. 

The  New  Encyclopedia  of  Social  Reform 
is  a  well-known  work  that  has  passed 
through  several  editions.  It  is  now  pre- 
sented in  a  new  and  revised  edition,  that  is 
replete  with  facts  and  arguments  in  regard, 
to  every  question  of  social  reform  now  be- 
fore the  world. 

The  enormous  weight  and  influence  ex- 
erted at  the  present  time  by  all  questions 
that  affect  the  life,  the  work  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  people  make  these  books  of  the 
very  greatest  importance. 


"CHILDREN'S  HOUR"  SERIES. 

Among  the  new  books  listed  in  this 
number  of  The  Guide,  attention  is  particu- 
larly directed  to  the  ten  volumes  comprising 
the  "Children's  Hour"  series.  These  books 
contain  perhaps  the  best  selection  in  the 
language  of  masterpieces  from  the  litera- 
ture of  every  civilized  country.  As  the 
name  of  the  series  implies,  all  the  pieces 
are  appropriate  to  be  read  to  or  by  chil- 
dren; and  by  means  of  them,  during  the 
receptive  years  of  childhood  and  youth,  all 
may  become  familiar  with  the  myths  and 
the  fables  that  have  come  down  through  the 
ages,  and  are  a  part  of  the  common  heritage 
of  the  race.  The  selection  also  embraces 


the  best  narratives  in  prose  and  rhyme  of 
modern  authors.  The  series  is  commended 
to  the  attention  of  parents  and  teachers. 

These  books  have  been  placed  in  the 
Children's  room,  and  as  they  are  somewhat 
scattered,  according  to  classification,  the 
titles  of  the  ten  volumes  are  given  below 
in  numerical  order: 

1.  Folk  stories  and  tales. 

2.  Myths  from   many   lands. 

3.  Stories  from  the  classics. 

4.  Stories  of  legendary  heroes. 

5.  Stories  from  seven  old  favorites.

9.  Poems  and  rhymes. 

10.      Modern   stories  and  rhymes. 


A  NEW  SET  OP  DICKENS. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  tell,  without 
some  research,  how  many  sets  of  the  works 
of  Charles  Dickens  have  been  worn  out  in 
the  service  of  the  people  in  the  twenty-six 
years  of  the  existence  of  the  Aurora  Public 
Library.  The  number  is  at  least  consider- 
able, and  the  facts  would  probably  show 
that  Dickens  has  been  and  still  is  the  most 
popular  of  all  authors  in  Aurora.  Some  of 
his  stories  are,  of  course,  better  liked  than 
others.  David  Copperfield  is  undoubtedly 
at  the  head  of  the  list  in  the  number  of 
times  it  has  been  drawn  from  the  Library; 
and  Pickwick,  Oliver  Twist  and  Nicholas 
Nickelby  follow  not  far  behind. 

Admirers  of  Dickens  will  be  glad  to 
learn  that  a  new  set  of  his  works  has  just 
been  acquired  by  the  Library — a  set  that  is 
almost  mechanically  perfect,  so  far  as  type, 
paper,  binding  and  illustrations  are  con- 
cerned. The  earlier  books  are  illustrated 
with  accurate  reproductions  of  the  famous 
engravings  of  Browne,  Cruikshank,  Leech, 
and  other  great  artists. 

The  set  includes  a  new  and  revised  edi- 
tion of  the  well-known  Dickens  Dictionary 
compiled  by  Gilbert  A.  Pierce,  with  addi- 
tions by  William  A.  Wheeler.  This  diction- 
ary gives  a  key  to  the  plot  and  sketches  of 
the  characters  of  each  story.  The  prefac? 
mentions  as  a  striking  evidence  of  the  fer- 
tility of  the  creative  genius  of  Dickens  that 
the  directory  to  the  inhabitants  of  Dickens- 
land  contains  no  less  than  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  entries — enough  to  make  a 
good-sized  town. 


It  is  said  that  the  author  of  Confessio 
Medici,  listed  in  the  last  number  of  The 
Guide,  is  Dr.  Stephen  Paget,  a  son  of  tho 
famous  English  surgeon,  Sir  James  Paget. 
Dr.  Paget  was  born  in  1855,  and  is  th^ 
author,  among  other  works,  of  Ambroise 
Pare  and  His  Times.  Readers  of  Confessio 
Medici  will  recall  the  delightful  chapter 
which  its  author  devotes  to  Pare.

The  approach  of  Hallowe'en  suggests  the 
presentation  of  a  reading  or  reference  list 
in  regard  to  the  ceremonies,  superstitions, 
games,  stories,  etc.,  that  have  their  origin 
in  the  celebration  of  the  vigil  of  All  Hallows 
or  festival  of  All  Saints.  This  is  thought  to 
be  a  relic  of  pagan  times,  as  there  is  noth- 
ing in  the  church-observance  of  the  ensuing 
day  of  All  Saints  to  have  originated  the  ex- 
traordinary notions  that  are  connected  with 
Hallowe'en. 

A  large  body  of  literature  has  grown  up 
around  the  ancient  customs  that  have  be- 
come a  part  of  Hallowe'en.  Perhaps  the 
most  celebrated  bit  of  this  literature  is 
Burns'  famous  poem,  in  which  the  cere- 


monies and  divinations  practiced  on  the 
night  among  the  Scottish  peasantry  are 
fully  described.  The  reader  who  attempts 
the  poem  needs  a  good  glossary  to  thor- 
oughly understand  and  enjoy  it.  It  con- 
cludes with  this  stanza: 

\\ T  merry  sangs  and  friendly  cracks, 

I  \vat  they' did  na  weary; 
An'  unco',  tales  and  funny  jokes. 

Their  sports  were  cheap  an'  cheery;  - 
Till   butter'd  so'ns,   \vi'  fragrant  lunt, 

Set  a'  their  gabs  a-steerin'; 
Syne,   wi"  a  social  glass  o'  strunt, 
They  parted  aff  careenin', 

Fu'  blythe  that  night. 

On,c  can  but  wonder  that  a  celebration  of 
this  character  should  be  ever  made  the  oc- 
casion of  hoodlumism  and  property-destruc- 
tion. Its  thorough  enjoyment  does  not 
depend  on  such  barbaric  accompaniments.

ILLINOIS  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Illinois  State  Library  Association  held 
its  twelfth  annual  meeting  at  Galesburg  Oc- 
tober 12,  13  and  14.  The  attendance  of 
Librarians  was  larger  than  usual,  and  the 
number  of  trustees  present  was  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  Association.  The  daily 
sessions  were  marked  by  the  discussion  of 
practical  topics  that  are  constantly  arising 
in  the  management  of  a  public  library.  The 
main  thought  running  through  all  the  dis- 
cussions was,  How  can  the  public  library  be 
made  a  great  educational  force?  How  can 
it  make  life  more  enjoyable  and  more  use- 
ful to  all  classes  and  all  ages?  These  were 
the  aims,  and  the  path  to  their  working  out 
was  punctuated  by  all  manner  of  practical 
details,  from  repairs  of  books  to  intricate 
questions  of  cataloguing  and  classification. 

The  one  unusually  important  piece  of 
work  turned  out  at  the  meeting  was  to 
authorize  the  president  of  the  Association, 
Miss  M.  E.  Ahern,  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  draft  a  law  for  library  supervision  along 
the  lines  that  have  been  found  so  effective 
in  the  more  progressive  States  of  the  Union. 
The  present  Illinois  library  law,  the  best  in 
the  country  when  it  was  enacted  thirty-six 
years  ago,  simply  permits  municipalities  to 
levy  a  tax  to  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries.  Something  beyond  this  is  now 
needed.  Isolated  communities  must  be 
taught  how  to  avail  themselves  of  library 
privileges.  Weak  libraries  need  to  be  in- 
structed, in  order  that  their  revenues  may 
be  expended  to  the  best  advantage.  Travel- 
ing libraries  should  be  organized  for  the 
benefit  of  remote  sections. 

A  good  deal  of  work  in  this  line  has  been 
performed  of  late  years  by  Women's  Clubs 
and  by  alliances  and  granges  of  farmers. 
But  the  work  is  too  immense  to  be  carried 
on  effectually  in  that  way.  It  should  be 
undertaken  by  the  State.  Nearly  all  the 
progressive  States  in  the  country  now  have 
their  commissions  for  library  supervision 
and  extension.  Isn't  it  time  for  Illinois  to 
put  itself  in  line  with  them?

REFERENCE  MATERIAL. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  list  of  new 
books  given  in  the  present  number  of  The 
Guide  includes  a  la  r,i?e  number  of  volumes  of 
the  solid  English  magazines  and  reviews. 
During  the  summer  the  Library's  sets  of  the 
Contemporary  Review,  Nineteenth  Century 
(and  after),  Fortnightly  Review,  and  Black- 
wood's  Magazine  have  been  brought  down 
to  the  beginning  of  the  present  year;  and 
also  our  set  of  Littell's  Living  Age.  A  full 
set  of  another  English  periodical  has  been 
shelved  in  the  Library,  viz.;  the  National 
Review,  which  represents  the  views  of  the 
English  Conservative  party,  and  the  reac- 
lioii  from  the  extreme  free  trade  doctrine 
under  which  England  has  been  governed 
for  ri<*u-ly  three-quarters  of  a  century. 


These  periodicals  discuss  in  rather  heavy 
but  very  thorough  British  fashion  every 
topic  of  public  interest,  from  the  servant 
girl  problem  to  the  balance  of  power  in 
Europe.  Their  contents  are  thrown  open 
to  tlie  student  and  inquirer  by  means  of  the 
periodical  index  that  still  retains  tne  name 
of  poole,  as  well  as  by  the  Reader's  Guide, 
an  index  of  a  similar  character,  published 
in  Minneapolis. 


IN  THE  CHILDREN'S  ROOM. 

The  children  were  favored  with  some  very 
pleasant  hours  in  their  room  during  the  va- 
cation period.  One  afternoon  in  July  Aliss 
Jessie  Rowe,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  gave  a  series 
of  old-time  folk-lore  and  fairy  stories  to  a 
highly  interested  audience  of  little  folks. 

On  several  mornings  in  the  month  of  Au- 
gust Miss  Ada  Foster  gave  an  interpretation 
of  Dickens'  "Old  Curosity  Shop."  These 
renderings  Were  of  thrilling  interest  to 
large  audiences  of  young  people.  Little 
Nell,  one  of  the  brightest  as  well  as  most 
pathetic  child-figui-es  in  all  literature,  was 
of  course  made  the  centre  of  interest.  Miss 
Foster  exhibited  much  dramatic  talent,  as 
well  as  a  thorough  knowledge  of  child- 
nature,  in  the  rendering  of  her  interpreta- 
tions. 

Miss  Gladys  Hull,  of  the  Library  staff, 
also  gave  the  children  a  couple  of  nature- 
stories  that  were  much  enjoyed. 


Melvil  Dewey,  of  decimal  classification 
fame,  one  of  the  greatest  authorities  in  the 
world  on  library  work  and  progress,  pre- 
dicted when  New  York  State  librarian  that 
the  day  would  come  when  all  well-equipped 
•libraries  would  carry  sheet  music,  to  be 
loaned  out  as  freely  as  books.  "Why  should 
not  the  public  be  allowed  to  borrow  the 
songs  of  Schubert  as  well  as  the  songs  of 
Tennyson?"  he  asked;  and  the  question  has 
not  yet  been  satisfactorily  answered.  A 
step  in  this  direction  has  been  taken  by  the 
Evanston  Public  Library,  a  step  even  be- 
yond the  position  implied  in  Mr.  Dewey's 
question.  It  has  a  music  room,  in  which  a 
pianola  has  been  installed,  and  it  has  pur- 
chased a  collection  of  500  music  rolls,  which 
are  at  the  service  of  the  residents  of  Evan- 
ston. This  novel  experiment  will  be 
watched  with  interest  by  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  library  development.

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  AND 
CHARJDES  HOYT. 

As  a  matter  of  great  local  interest  in  con- 
nection with  the  approaching  centennial  an- 
niversary of  the  birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
The  Guide  presents  a  fac-simile  of  an  auto- 
graph letter  of  Lincoln  to  Charles  Hoyt,  a 
pioneer  of  Aurora,  one  of  the  makers  of  the 
city.  The  original  of  this  letter  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Public  Library  by  R.  W.  Gates, 
Esq.,  to  whom  it  was  given  by  Mr.  Hoyt. 
The  letter,  it  will  be  seen,  relates  to  a  law- 
suit in  which  Lincoln  had  been  retained  by 
Hoyt.  The  suit  had  been  dismissed  in  the 
United  States  Court,  "with  leave  to  the 
plaintiff  to  reinstate  at  the  next  term."  This 
was  a  victory,  as  far  as  it  went,  for  Hoyt. 
The  ca.se  being  dismissed,  the  costs  would, 
in  the  natural  order  of  litigation,  be  ad- 
judged against  the  plaintiff.  But  Lincoln, 
with  characteristic  caution,  advises  "to 
make  no  movement  about  costs  till  aftsr 
next  term,  lest  this  should  stir  them  up  to 
reinstate  the  cases." 

This  letter  is  dated  July  10,  1855.  The 
preceding  winter  Lincoln  was  a  candidate 
for  United  States  Senator,  but  failed  of  elec- 
tion, Lyman  Trumbull  being  the  successful 
candidate.  After  his  defeat,  Lincoln  de- 
voted himself  industriously  to  his  law  busi- 
ness, and  Mr.  Hoyt's  case  seems  to  have 
been  one  of  the  first  to  which  he  gave  at- 
tention. 

This  litigation,  it  is  now  thought,  was  in 
reference  to  the  water-power  on  Fox  river, 
in  which  Hoyt  had  a  large  interest.  While 
in  charge  of  this  litigation,  Lincoln  made 
several  visits  to  Aurora,  and  Mr.  Gates  re- 
members having  seen  Lincoln  and  Hoyt  re- 
clining on  the  bank  of  the  river,  near  the 
old  Hoyt  shop,  in  earnest  discussion,  no 
doubt,  of  the  case. 

This  was  not  the  only  law-suit  in  which 
Lincoln  had  been  retained  by  Hoyt.  The 


latter  must  have  had  a  very  high  opinion  of 
Lincoln's  ability;  otherwise,  he  would  have 
engaged  some  of  the  able  lawyers  then  liv- 
ing in  Kane  County,  among  whom  were 
William  B.  Plato,  O.  D.  Day,  John  Farns- 
worth,  A.  M.  Herrington,  S.  S.  Jones,  S.  W. 
Brown,  and  others.  No  County  in  the 
State  had  an  abler  bar  than  Kane.  But  Mr. 
Hoyt  passed  by  these  men.  He  did  not  even 
go  to  Chicago  for  a  lawyer.  He  went  down 
to  Springfield,  at  a  time  when  the  capital, 
considering  the  means  of  communication, 
was  ten  times  as  distant  as  it  is  now,  and 
engaged  the  services  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

As  far  back  as  1851  we  find  Lincoln  writ- 
ing to  Mr.  Hoyt  from  Springfield:  "Our 
case  is  decided  against  us.  .  .  .  Very 
sorry,  but  there  is  no  help.  ...  I  do 
not  think  I  could  ever  have  argued  the  case 
better  than  I  did.  I  did  nothing  else  but 
prepare  to  argue  and  argue  the  case  from 
Friday  morning  to  Monday1  evening.  Very 
sorry  for  the  result,  but  I  do  not  think  it 
could  have  been  prevented."  • 

Further  evidence  of  the  mutual  regard 
and  friendship  that  existed  between  the  two 
men  is  found  in  another  letter  of  Lincoln's, 
which  is  published  in  a  recent  edition  of  his 
writings.  This  letter  is  as  follows: 

Clinton,  DeWitt  Co.,  Nov.  10,   1854. 

Mr.  Charles  Hoyt — Dear  Sir:  You  used 
to  express  a  great  deal  of  partiality  for  me, 
and  if  you  are  still  so,  now  is  the  time. 
Sqme  friends  here  are  really  for  me  for  the 
U.  S.  Senate,  and  I  should  be  very  grateful 
if  you  could  make  a  mark  for  me  among 
your  members.  Please  write  me  at  all 
events,  giving  me  the  names,  post-offices 
and  "political  position"  of  members  round 
about  you.  Direct  to  Springfield.  Let  this 
be  confidential.  Yours  truly, 

A.  LINCOLN. 

Kane  County  was  then  in  the  third  assem- 
bly district,  and  the  men  who  had  been 
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elected  from  the  district  a  few  days  before 
this  letter  was  written  were:  Augustus 
Adams,  of  Elgin,  Senator;  Benjamin  Hack- 
ney, of  Aurora,  and  William  E.  Patten,  of 
Somonauk,  Representatives. 

These  were  all  "Anti-Nebraska"  men. 
The  Republican  party  was  then  in  its  birth- 
throes.  It  was  composed  of  men  from  all 
existing  parties,  who  were  simply  agreed  on 
opposition  to  the  extension  of  slavery. 
These  various  elements  were  not  thoroughly 
fused  when  the  Legislature  met  in  January, 
1855.  Lincoln,  a  former  Whig,  received  45 
votes  at  the  begininng  of  the  balloting  for 
Senator.  Trumbull,  a  former  Democrat,  re- 
ceived 5  votes.  After  many  ballots,  it  was 
seen  that  the  5  Trumbull  men  would  not 
vote  for  Lincoln,  so,  rather  than  run  a 
chance  of  a  pro-slavery  Democrat  being 
chosen,  the  45  Lincoln  men  went  over  lo 
Trumbull,  who  was  elected. 

In  this  contest,  on  the  first  ballot,  Sena- 
tor Adams  and  Representative  Hackney,  of 
Kane,  voted  for  Lincoln;  Representative 
Patten,  of  DeKalb,  voted  for  Ogden.  On  the 
tenth  and  final  ballot,  all  voted  for  Trum- 
bull. 

This  is  the  Senatorial  seat  which  our 
townsman,  Mr.  Hopkins,  is  occupying.  Sen- 
ator Cullom  has  the  seat  for  which  Lincoln 
and  Douglas  contended  in  1858.

LEADING  BIOGRAPHIES. 
Of  the  numerous  biographies  of  Lincoln, 
that  of  Nicolay  and  Hay  is  by  far  the  most 
elaborate.  The  authors  were  private  secre- 
taries of  President  Lincoln,  and  had  access 
to  original  sources  of  information,  as  well 
as  possessing  intimate  personal  knowledge 
of  the  man.  It  is  a  work  in  ten  large  vol- 
umes, and  first  appeared  in  the  Century 
magazine.  It  is  not  merely  a  biography;  it 
is  a  history  of  the  country  from  the  time  of 
Lincoln's  first  appearance  on  the  national 
stage  till  his  death. 


Other   valuable   biographies   are    those   of 
Morse,  in  the  American  Statesmen  series;  of 
Arnold,  who,  although  a  contemporary  and 
a  friend,   deals   almost  exclusively  with   the 
political    side    of    Lincoln's    career;    of    Ida 
Tarbell,  who  has  gathered   a  fund  of  anec- 
dote and  reminiscence,  of  pictures  and  por- 
traits,   that    would    have    been    lost    to    the 
world    but    for    her    industry;    of    Herndon, 
who  was  a  law  partner  of  Lincoln;   and  of 
Lamon,  an  old  and  intimate  friend.

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THE  DEBATE  WITH  DOUGLAS. 

The  series  of  debates  with  Senator  Doug- 
las, in  the  Senatorial  campaign  of  1858,  are 
given  in  full  in  Nicolay  and  Hay's  collection 
of  Lincoln's  Complete  Works,  and  also  in 
Speeches  and  Debates  (815-L63sl). 

A  volume  recently  published  by  the  Illi- 
nois State  Historical  Library  (997.3-129c- 
v3),  in  commemoration  of  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  event,  contains,  besides  the 
speeches  themselves,  a  vast  amount  of  ma- 
terial gathered  from  the  newspapers  of  the 
day  and  other  contemporary  sources.  The 
volume  is  edited  by  the  well-known  his- 
torian, Prof.  E.  E.  Sparks.  The  manner  in 
which  these  famous  debates  were  reported 
Is  described  in  full;  and  we  have  a  detailed 
account  of  each  discussion,  drawn  from  the 
newspapers  on  both  sides  of  the  great  ques- 
tion, which  convey  to  the  reader  a  vivid 
idea  of  the  excitement  and  interest  that 
stirred  all  classes  of  people. 

Henry  Villard's  Memoirs  (B-V699)  con- 
tain an  interesting  chapter  on  the  Lincoln- 
Douglas  debates.  Yillard  attended  the  de- 
bates as  a  correspondent.  He  was  a  keen 
observer  of  men,  as  was  proved  by  his  after 
career  as  organizer  and  builder  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad,  and  he  had  an 
opportunity  to  study  both  Lincoln  and 
Douglas  at  close  range. 

Carl  Schurz,  in  the  second  volume  of  his 
Reminiscences,  gives  a  graphic  account  of 
the  debate  at  Quincy,  at  which  he  was 
present. 

LINCOLN   AND    SLAVERY. 

All  general  histories  of  the  United  States 
covering  Lincoln's  administration  as  presi- 
dent, deal  extensively  with  his  methods  and 
his  policy  in  regard  to  slavery.  Rhodes' 
history  (v.2-4)  is  a  work  of  the  very  high- 
est authority,  calm  and  temperate  in  state- 
ment, judicial  in  its  fairness,  convincing  in 
its  argument.  Schouler's  history  (v.4-5)  is 
also  valuable.  James  G.  Elaine  entered 
Congress  in  1863,  when  the  civil  war  was  at 
its  height.  He  of  course  had  opportunities 
for  meeting  Lincoln  often,  and  the  chap- 
ters of  his  "Twenty  Years  in  Congress" 
(328.73-B57),  devoted  to  the  President  and 
his  policy,  are  very  interesting.

SPECIAL    PHASES    OF    LINCOLN'S 

LIFE  AND  CHARACTER. 
Alonzo  Rothschild's  "Lincoln,  Master  of 
men,"  (B-L63r)  is  well-termed  a  "study 
of  character."  It  is  a  notable  contribution 
to  a  clear  understanding  of  Lincoln's  intel- 
lectual power.  This  is  revealed  in  a  close 
analysis  of  his  relations  with  Douglas,  his 
early  rival  and  adversary;  with  Seward, 
Chase  and  Stanton,  members  of  his  cabinet; 
and  with  McClellan  and  Fremont,  the  two 
generals  who  gave  him  most  trouble.  These 
were  all  men  of  the  first  rank,  along  differ- 
ent lines,  and  in  different  ways;  but  it  ia 
shown  that  Lincoln,  with  all  his  modesty 
and  simplicity,  his  wonderful  patience  and 
gentleness,  was  master  of  them  all. 

Frederick  Trevor  Hill's  "Lincoln,  the 
Lawyer,"  (B-L63m4),  traces  his  develop- 
ment as  a  lawyer,  and  attributes  his  success 
in  the  larger  field  of  statesmanship  to  the 
rigorous  training  he  had  received  in  his 
twenty-three  years'  experience  in  the  courts 
<bf  Illinois.  It  is  a  valuable  book,  one  that 
every  young  lawyer  should  read. 

THE  GETTYSBURG  ADDRESS. 
Many  accounts  have  been  given  of  the 
circumstances  attending  the  composition  of 
Lincoln's  address  at  the  dedication  of  the 
national  monument  at  Gettysburg.  The 
most  authoritative  narratives  in  book-form 
are  those  of  Col.  Clark  E.  Carr,  of  Gales-- 
burg, Illinois,  whose  "Lincoln  at  Gettys- 
burg" (B-L63cl)  is  both  a  record  of  fact 
and  an  eloquent  appreciation;  and  Major 
Henry  S.  Burrage's  "Gettysburg  and  Lin- 
coln" (973.7-E939g),  which  contains  an  ac- 
count of  the  three  days'  battle,  the  origin 
of  the  national  cemetery  on  the  battle-field, 
the  ceremonies  attending  the  dedication 
services,  and  other  matters  of  interest  In 
connection  therewith.

Ot  course  a  public  library  is  not  estab- 
lished to  promote  the  physical  growth  or  the 
industrial  or  commercial  expansion  of  the 
city  or  town  where  it  is  located.  Its  primary 
aim  is  the  intellectual  and  moral  uplift  of 
its  community.  It  seeks  this  end  by  provid- 
ing good  reading  for  all  classes  of  its  con- 
stituents. Yet  material  results  are  often  a 
sort  of  by-product  of  a  well-managed  public 
library. 

It  is  thought  that  the  public  libraries  oC 
Springfield  and  Worcester,  Mass.,  have  done 
their  full  share  in  promoting  the  industries 
of  those  cities  by  supplying  books  that  havo 
stimulated  invention,  leading  to  improved 
processes,  better  methods,  and  often-times 


to  new  devices.  In  this  way  those  institu- 
tions have  paid  for  themselves  over  and 
over,  as  have  other  well  managed  libraries. 
Ana,  in  return,  the  people  of  such  places 
have  supported  their  libraries  with  a  liber- 
ality that  indicates  warm  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  them. 

The  Aurora  Public  Library,  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  regular  work,  is,  incident- 
ally, drawing  to  the  city  people  from  a  score 
or  more  of  the  neighboring  villages  and 
towns.  They  come  to  the  library  for  th«j 
same  reason  that  the  people  of  those  com- 
munities send  their  children  to  our  school*. 
They  get  here  what  their  home  towns  can- 
not possibly  afford.  And  we  are  very  glad 
to  have  them  come.  A  few  are  regular  sub- 
scribers to  the  library;  others  are  occasion- 
al patrons,  with  special  or  transient  wants. 

Do  these  out-of-town  visitors  to  the  li- 
brary trade  in  the  city?  That  is  a  mighty 
interesting  question,  but  it  is  one  on  which 
there  are  no  trustworthy  statistics.  We  do 
know,  however,  that  they  come  here  to 
read  and  study.  Men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  have  visited  the  library  during  the  last 
few  months  from  Wheaton,  Naperville, 
Plainfield,  Oswego,  Yorkville,  Newark,  Pia- 
no, Sugar  Grove,  Big  Rock,  Hinckley,  Wa- 
terman, Kaneville,  Batavia,  Geneva,  St. 
Charles,  Wasco. 

The  subjects  in  which  our  visitors  are  in- 
terested range  all  the  way  from  commence- 
ment essays  to  the  themes  in  which  men 
and  women  seek  instruction  and  inspiration, 
or  pleasant  relief  from  the  common-place- 
ness  of  every-day  life.  Here  are  some  of 
the  subjects  on  which  the  library  has  re- 
cently supplied  material  to  individuals  and 
societies  in  neighboring  communities:  Li- 
brary statistics;  the  referendum;  matter  and 
style  for  a  valedictorian  address;  Jane 
Addams  and  her  work;  Yellowstone  Park: 
historic  trees;  triumphal  arches  of  Rome; 
modern  book  illustration;  Negro  music; 
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architecture  of  the  Renaissance;  Norway  of 
today,  politically;  bovine  tuberculosis.  The 
solid  and  the  decorative,  the  ethical  and  the 
practical,  the  past  and  the  present,  you  see, 
are  well  intermingled.  Communities  that 
are  stulying  such  themes  are  composed  of 
people  that  it  is  good  to  have  drop  in  on 
you. 

No,  we  cannot  say  whether  these  people 
trade  in  Aurora;  but  we  have  our  sus- 
picions.

Making  in  Shop  and  Factory  Management"; 
Hiscox's  "Compressed  Air."  There  are  oth- 
ers, and  the  skilled  worker  will  of  course  go 
over  the  entire  list  with  care. 

Bookkeepers  who  aim  to  be  accountants 
will  find  in  Morse's  "Accounts"  a  thorough 
and  philosophic  discussion  of  the  whole 
subject  of  accounting,  which,  in  these  days 
of  complex  business  organization,  is  rising 
to  the  dignity  of  a  science. 

Teachers  of  course  will  be  interested  in 
Conover's  "Personality  in  Education," 
Hoyt's  "Studies  in  the  History  of  Modern 
Education,"  and  Mowry's  "Recollections  of 
a  New  England  Educator." 

Philosophers — but  this  is  a  piece  about 
pacllcal  books;  and,  besides,  philosophers 
always  know  what  books  they  want,  and 
where  to  find  them. 


The  boys  will  not  fail  to  notice  Mr.  C.  P. 
Burton's  new  book  in  the  list  of  accessions. 
"Bob's  Cave  Boys"  is  a  sequel  to  "The  Boys 
of  Bob's  Hill,"  and  is  a  worthy  successor  of 
that  stirring  story.  Mr.  Burton  seems  in 
these  books  to  have  opened  a  vein  of  inven- 
tion and  a  capacity  for  lively  narration  that 
augur  well  for  his  future  work.  His  boys  are 
the  genuine  article, — healthy,  human,  and 
young. 


SELF-HELP  IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

It  is  remarkable  how  quickly  young  people 
become  familiar  with  the  working  machinery 
of  the  Library.  Students  of  our  high  schools 
soon  learn  how  to  use  the  indexes  to  periodi- 
cal literature,  the  use  and  value  of  the  card 
catalogue,  and  what  the  mystifying  letters  and 
and  figures  in  the  upper  northwest  corner  of 
the  cards  mean.  They  also  get  to  know  the 
importance  of  a  good  index  in  a  book,  and 
what  to  expect  from  it.  These  things  seem  of 
so  small  importance  to  the  casual  observer, 
but  in  the  machinery  of  a  library  they  all  have 
a  definite  rreaning  and  purpose.  The  more 
thoroughly  that  meaning  and  purpose  are 
known,  the  better  will  be  the  service  obtained 
from  the  library.  The  attendants  in  the  library 
are  always  willing  to  help  inquirers  and  stud- 
ents, but  they  are  busy  people,  and,  after  all, 
self-help  is  the  very  best  kind  of  help.  Have 
a  little  patience  in  learning  how  to  conduct  a 
search  in  reference  and  other  works,  and  the 
pleasure  derived  from  success  will  be  increased 
ten-fold  when  you  have  conducted  the  hunt 

yourself. 

HOW   TO    OPEN   A    NEW   BOOK. 

If  a  book  be  a  large  one,  take  it  gently  in 
both  hands,  and  hold  it  with  the  back  on  a 
smooth  or  covered  table.  Allow  the  front 
cover  to  open  and  then  the  other,  holding 
the  leaves  in  one  hand,  while  you  open  a 
few  leaves  at  the  back.  Then  open  a  few 
leaves  in  the  front,  and  so  on,  alternately 
opening  front  and  back,  gently  pressing 
open  the  sections  until  you  reach  the  centre 
of  the  volume.  Do  this  two  or  three  times 
and  you  will  obtain  the  best  results. 

If  you  open  the  book  carelessly  or  vio- 
lently in  any  one  place  you  will  quite  likely 
injure  the  volume,  break  the  back  binding 
and  loosen  the  leaves. 


Is  Dickens  declining  in  public  favor?

HISTORY  OF  REVOLUTION. 

Every  American  citizen,  native  or  foreign- 
born,  should  be  fairly  familiar  with  the 
events  of  the  American  Revolution,  and 
should  endeavor  to  understand  the  princi- 
ples for  which  the  struggle  was  waged.  This 
list  of  books  has  been  compiled  with  a  view 
of  furthering  such  knowledge  and  under- 
standing. Brief  explanatory  notes  accom- 
pany some  of  the  titles,  with  a  view  of  mak- 
ing the  list  of  practical  use. 

GENERAL.  WORKS. 

Channing  and  Hart's  "Guide  to  the  Study 
of  American  History"  (973-C36)  will  be 
found  a  very  useful  guide  to  the  student, 
not  only  of  the  Revolution,  but  as  to  Ameri- 
can history  in  general. 

Hart's  "American  History  Told  by  Con- 
temporaries" (973-H25)  is  a  compilation  of 
documents,  papers,  reports,  etc.,  made  at 
the  time  of  the  events  to  which  they  relate. 
The  second  volume  bears  on  the  Revolution. 

Mary  Shelley  Pechin's  "Anniversary  Book 
of  the  American  Revolution"  (973.3-P33)  is 
made  upon  the  plan  of  the  so-called  "birth- 
day book."  Each  day  in  the  year  has  an 
entry  of  some  fact  or  event  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, accompanied  by  appropriate  quotation 
from  a  distinguished  writer. 

Larned's  "Literature  of  American  His- 
tory" is  one  of  the  publications  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association.  It  is  an  annotated 
guide,  in  which  the  scope,  character  and 
comparative  worth  of  books  in  selected  lists 


are  set  forth  in  brief  notes  by  critics  of  au- 
thority.    A  valuable  work. 

THE  GREAT  HISTORIES. 

In  a  course  of  reading  on  the  American 
revolution,  the  stately  historians,  like  Ban- 
croft and  Hildreth,  must  not  be  neglected. 
Their  ponderous  periods  and  sonorous  style 
may  be  a  little  old-fashioned  in  this  rapid 
age,  but  they  have  gone  to  the  bed-rock 
in  their  philosophic  discussion  of  the  causes 
which  brought  about  the  Revolution.  Prof. 
Chas.  Kendall  Adams  says:  "The  work  of 
Bancroft  is  by  far  the  most  elaborate  and 
most  carefully  prepared  history  of  the  co- 
lonial and  revolutionary  periods  yet  pub- 
lished." And  of  Hildreth's  history  he  says: 
"It  is  the  most  valuable  single  work  on 
American  history." 

Volume  six  of  Winsor's  "Narrative  and 
Critical  History  of  America,"  (970-W73)  is 
devoted  to  the  Revolution.  It  is  written  on 
the  co-operative  plan;  that  is,  each  feature 
of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  struggle,  is 
treated  by  an  eminent  writer,  the  result  be- 
ing a  series  of  monographs  of  the  highest 
value.  The  volume  is  profusely  illustrated 
with  maps,  plans,  portraits,  etc. 

For  the  general  reader, — the  reader  who 
at  the  same  time  is  not  so  general  as  to 
be  incapable  of  enjoying  the  philosophic 
treatment  of  the  subject, — there  is  no  work 
to  compare  with  John  Fiske's  volume  on 
"The  American  Revolution"  (973.3-F54). 
Prof.  Fiske's  style  is  clear  and  simple;  his 
discussions  of  principles  are  convincing;  his 
description  of  events  is  animated  and  pic- 
turesque. 

Fisher's  "Struggle  for  American  Inde- 
pendence" puts  before  the  reader  a  great 
mass  of  evidence  heretofore  buried  in  libra- 
ries and  in  the  archives  of  historical  so- 
cieties. 

Pof.  Moses  Coit  Tyler's  "Literary  History 
of  the  Revolution"  (810-T971)  deals  with 
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the  growth  and  development  of  public  opin- 
ion and  the  influence  of  ideas  as  seen  in  the 
great  mass  of  pamphlets,  newspaper  articles 
and  other  printed  matter,  which  in  part 
created  and  in  part  was  created  by  the  Rev- 
olution. Tt  is  an  interesting  work,  taking 
account  of  many  things  which  are  often 
ignored  in  the  ordinary  history. 

Trevelyan's  "American  Revolution"  is  a 
present-day  liberal  English  view  of  the  Rev- 
olution and  the  causes  that  produced  it. 
The  author  is  a  nephew  and  the  principal 
biographer  of  the  historian  Macaulay.  Four 
volumes  of  this  valuable  work  have  been 
published,  -bringing  the  narrative  down  to 
the  treaty  with  France. 

"Select  Charters  and  other  Documents 
Illustrative  of  American  History"  (973- 
M141sl),  edited  by  William  MacDonald, 
brings  together  the  chief  constitutional  and 
legal  documents  which  are  the  landmarks 
of  American  history.  Here  may  be  found 
the  charters  of  the  various  colonies,  the 
acts  of  the  continental  Congress  and  of 
Parliament,  proclamations,  treaties  of  peace 
and  alliance,  etc. 

MINOR   HISTORIES.

In  R.  L.  Paget's  "Poems  of  American 
Patriotism"  (1776-1898)  are  many  selections 
from  the  poetry  of  the  Revolutionary  period, 
and,  ^Iso  much  other  poetry  abounding  in 
patriotic  "thoughts  that  breathe  and  words 
that  burn." 

G.  C.  Eggleston's  "American  War  Bal- 
lads," in  two  small  volumes,  is  an  excel- 
lent collection  of  the  same  material. 

Perhaps  the  most  celebrated  poems  deal- 
ing with  revolutionary  themes  or  incidents 
are  Longfellow's  "Paul  Revere's  Ride,"  and 
Emerson's  hymn,  sung  at  the  completion  of 
the  Concord  monument,  April  19,  1836, 
which  begins  with  the  famous  lines: 

"By  the  rude  bridge  that  arched  the  flood, 

Their  flag  to  April's  breeze  unfurled. 
Here  once  the  embattled  farmers  stood. 
And  fired  the  shot  heard  round  the  world."

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LIBRARY   INTERESTS  IX   ILLINOIS. 

There  are  signs  that  the  Public  Library 
interest  in  Illinois  will  date  a  "new  era  of 
development  from  the  year  of  Our  Lord 
1909. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  passed 
an  act  for  the  appointment  of  a  Library 
Extension  Con.mission.  The  duties  of  this 
commission,  as  denned  by  the  act,  are  "to 
give  advice  or  information  to  the  librarian 
or  trustees  of  any  existing  library,  or  to  any 
person  rj-  community  interested  in  starting 
a  new  library,  concerning  the  organization, 
maintenance  or  administration  of  said 
library."  It  ha?  power  to  appoint  an  "or- 
ganizer," who  will  furnish  such  advice  and 
information,  and  whose  duty  it  will  be  to 
visit  the  public  libraries  of  the  State,  assist 
in  promoting  new  libraries,  establishing 
traveling  libraries,  etc. 

This  commission*  has  a  great  work  before 
It.  Prof.  J.  H.  Freeman,  of  the  Aurora 
Library  Board,  has  been  appointed  one  of 
its  members;  and  we  all  believe  this  to  be 
an  excellent  appointment. 

The  headquarters  of  the  American 
Library  Association  have  been  removed  from 
Boston  to  Chicago.  This  will  tend  to  make 
the  city  on  the  lake  the  greatest  Library 
centre  in  the  world. 

All  things  considered,  Library  interests  in 
Illinois  are  looking  up.

As  this  number  of  the  Library  Guide  will 
go  into  the  hands  of  many  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  Library  and  its  methods, 
we  repeat  here  a  few  general  directions  for 
those  who  wish  to  enjoy  its  privileges. 

The  Library  building  is  situated  on  the 
Island,  south  of  the  post-office. 

You  may  there  obtain  a  blank  application 
for  a  reader's  card. 

Have  some  property  holder  in  Aurora 
sign  the  reverse  or  certificate  side  of  this 
blank. 

That  signer  guarantees  the  Library 
against  loss  on  your  account. 

Then  sign  the  application  yourself.  This 
is  the  "book-borrower's  pledge:"  in  'signing 
it  you  pledge  yourself  to  comply  with  all 
Library  rules  and  regulations. 

Return  the  blank  so  signed  to  the  Library 
and  you  will  receive  a  book-borrower's  or 
reader's  card,  which  entitles  you  to  draw 
books  from  the  Library.

THE    XOBEL   PRIZE   FOR   LITERATURE 
1909. 

Selma  Lagerlof,  the  Swedish  novelist,  who 
has  been  awarded  the  Nobel  prize  for  litera- 
ture, is  regarded  as  the  principal  Swedish 
novelist  since  Frederika  Bremer.  S£e  was 
born  in  1858,  and  entered  upon  a  literary 
career  in  1891.  She  has  written  many 
novels.  Of  these  the  Aurora  Public  Library 
possesses  "Antikrists  Mirakler"  ("The  mar- 
vel of  Anti-Christ)  and  "Gosta  Berling"  in 
the  original.  The  latter  is  the  book  with 
which  she  first  made  her  mark  as  an  author. 
Ihe  "Wonderful  Adventures  of  Nils-:."  for 
which  the  Nobel  prize  is  this  year  awarded, 
as  rendered  in  English,  is  among  the  ac- 
cessions listed  in  this  number  of  The  Guide. 

The  Nobel  prizes  were  established  from 
a  fund  left  by  Dr.  Alfred  Bernhard  Nobel 
for  the  prupose  of  awarding  prizes  to  those 
'persons  who  shall  have  contributed  most 
materially  to  benefit  mankind  during  the 
year  immediately  preceding."  The  value  of 
each  prize  amounts  to  about  $40,000.  The 
Nobel  prize  for  peace  in  1906  was  awarded 
to  Theodore  Roosevelt. 


At  last  the  limelight  of  fame  has  surely 
been  turned  on  Aurora.  It  is  made  the 
scene  of  a  lively  story  of  boy  life  at  school, 
in  camp,  on  the  diamond,  and  elsewhere. 
The  author  is  D.  M.  Kagay.  and  his  book  is 
entitled  "Eastside  Boys."  Twelve  or  fifteen 
years  ago  Mr.  Kagay  resided  in  Aurora.  He 
was  an  Kastside  boy  and  did  the  very  things 
that  are  so  graphically  told  in  his  little 
book.

DcMorgan's  "It  never  can  happen  again'' 
appeals  to  a  rather  select  class  of  readers. 
You  cannot  gulp  it  down  at  a  sitting  without 
incurring  danger  of  intellectual  dyspepsia. 
Like  some  medicines,  it  must  be  taken 
slowly,  and  with  deliberation.  In  that  way 
you  get  the  lull  benefit  of  its  keen  wit,  its 
genial  humor,  its  gentle  pathos.  So  take 

it,   and  it  will  do  you  good.

Amon-g  the  new  accessions  are  several  of 
Selma  Lagerlof's  books.  These  are  attract- 
ing attention  from  the  fact  that  the  writer 
was  awarded  the  Nobel  prize  for  literature 
last  year;  and  they  are  well  worth  reading 
for  their  own  - 

Frederick  Burton's  books  on  Indian  life, 
"Red.  Cloud  of  the  lakes,"  and  "Strong- 
heart,"  present  us  with  a  new  type  of  In- 
dian. We  see  the  red  man  in  his  daily 
life,  as  son,  lover,  husband,  ^and  father;  we 
see  him  in  his  games,  on  the  hunting  ex- 
pedition, fn  his  religious  rites,  and  in  his 
work.  As  Mr.  Burton  presents  him  to  us, 
he.  is  a  figure  far  removed  from  the  roman- 
tic  savage  who  tomahawks  and  scalps  in 
Cooper's  pages.  Mr.  Burton  gives  us  the 
Indian  of  real  life,  and  we  see  him  as  he 
is  brought  in  contact  with  a  civilization 
alien  to  his  nature  and  traditions — a  truly 
pathetic  figure.  Mr.  Burton  lived  among 
the  Indians,  and  lie  knew  the  red  man  well. 

Hamlin  Garland's  "Cavanagh"  is  a 
of  conservation,  the  subject  that  is 'gelling 
into  polities  with  both  feet.  Mr.  Pinchot, 
late  chief  forester,  writes  an  introduction  to 
the  story,'  and  appears  in  it  in  a  distant  sort 
of  way.  There  arc  also  allusions  to  a  mys- 
terious personage  called  "the  colonel,"  who 
is  the  hope  and  the  idol  of  the  conserva- 
fonists.  Can  this  be  the  mighty  hunter 
naturalist  who  is  traversing  Europe  like  a 
conquering  hero?

A  Word  to  the  Ambitious  Young  Man. 


The  idea  still  lingers  in  the  minds  of  many  people  that  the  Public  Library  is 
only  a  means  of  cultivating  what  may  Joe  called  the  decorative  arts  of  life.  It 
is  thought  of,  if  at  all,  as  the  great  resource  of  those  who  undertake  to  pre- 
pare a  "paper"  for  school  or  club;  of  the  after-dinner  speaker,  who  "crams" 
material  that  will  interest,  thrill,  and  perhaps  "with  flashes  of  merriment  set 
the  table  on  a  roar;"  as  the  resort  of  the  student  of  by-gone  times;  or  where  the 
novel  reader  may  yield  to  the  lure  of  romance. 

The  People's  College. 

These  are,  indeed,  some  of  the  uses  to  which  the  Public  Library  is  put; 
and  perfectly  legitimate  they  are.  But  it  has  a  purpose  far  beyond  these,  and 
that  is,  to  put  within  the  reach  of  all  the  means  to  continue  the  education  they 
began  in  the  common  school.  It  is  the  People's  College,  with  neither  season 
nor  semester;  it  has  no  fixed  time  for  graduation;  its  terms  are  always  begin- 
ning, and  yet  they  never  end.  It  has  no  professors,  no  set  courses  of  study,  no 
iron-clad  curriculum,  no  particular  hours  for  classes.  On  its  shelves,  in  orderly 
array,  like  the  tools  of  a  skilled  workman,  are  the  books  which  you  may  use  to 
continue  your  education,  to  absorb  new  ideas,  to  enlarge  your  experience  from 
the  experience  of  others.  You  may  use  these  books  while  you  continue  work  at 
some  calling  you  want  to  advance  in,  or  perhaps  advance  out  of. 

How  is  this  done?  Mr.  S.  H.  Ranck,  Librarian  of  the  Grand  Rapids  Pub- 
lic Library,  tells  how  one  young  man  did  it: 

How  Smith  Got  a  Raise. 

"Hutchins  Smith,"  he  says,  "is  a  friend  of  mine  who  works  for  an  electri- 
cal company.  He  gets  several  thousand  dollars  a  year,  although  not  long  ago  he 
thought  he  was  doing  well  when  he  got  several  dollars  a  week. 

"You  are  interested  in  the  story  of  Smith?  Well,  Smith,  when  he  left 
school  to  go  to  work,  started  right,  and  then  kept  right.  He  made  up  his  mind 
to  know  all  he  possibly  could  about  electricity.  And  he  soon  discovered  that  the 
easiest  and  best  way  he  could  do  this,  along  with  his  work,  was  to  read  the  books

As  this  number  of  the  Library  Guide  will  go  into  the  hands  of  many  who 
are  not  familiar  with  the  Library  and  its  methods,  we  give  here  a  few  directions 
for  those  who  wish  to  enjoy  its  privileges. 

The  Library  building  is  on  the  Island,  south  of  the  postoffice.  There  you 
may  obtain  a  blank  application  for  a  reader's  card. 

Have  some  property  holder  in  Aurora  sign  the  reverse  or  certificate  side 
of  this  blank.  That  signer  guarantees  the  Library  against  loss  on  your  account. 

Then  sign  the  application  yourself.  You  thereby  pledge  yourself  to  com- 
ply with  all  Library  rules  and  regulation?. 

Return  the  blank,  so  signed,  to  the  Library  and  you  will  receive  a  book- 
borrower's  or  reader's  card,  which  entitles  you  to  draw  books  from  the  Library. 

Obse:ve  the  directions  on  the  card,  and  endeavor  to  live  up  to  them.  They 
are  by  no  means  burdensome,  and  are  designed  only  to  protect  the  Library,  and 
you  in  the  use  of  it. 

Don't  lend  or  give  away  your  card.  It  is  issued  to  you  for  your  individual 
use,  and  is  not  transferable. 

Residents  are  requested  to  promptly  inform  new-comers  to  the  city  of  the 
privileges  of  the  Library,  and  how  they  may  be  obtained. 

The  Library  now  contains  nearly  30,000  volumes,  several  hundred  of  which 
are  in  the  German  language,  and  about  seventy  -  five  in  the  Scandinabian 
languages.
